Not more than 49 per cent, of the 
French people rent the quarters they live In, 
They are, Indeed, the best sheltered people in 
the world, Though there are only 38,000,000 
of them, they hive 9,000,000 dwelling hones. 
This, as wiil readily be seen, provides a house 
for every 4 2-9 persons, another conspicuous 
exhibition of French thrift. In America in 1890 
there were 5.45 persons to every dwelling 5 forty 
years before, or in 3850, $94 or nearly six 
people to every dwelling, and yet in France the 
population is much more dense than in this 
country. There are on an average 187 people 
to each squire mile, while fo the United States: 
there are but 23, and ta the North Atlantic
